down asain, and {pread under the Fog, amd ca:tfed the 
darkaefs, which appear'd reddifh againft the Windows. 
Soon afer a little Wind arifing in the North-be{t, car- 
ry d off the Mit, and fothe Darknefs remov'c by degrees 
towards Lambeth and Clepham; ana afterwarcs the 
Mift arifing by the heat of the Day, gave way for the 
Smoke to afcend, and then che Darkneis wholly va- 
nifh'd.

An{w. There’s a very late Philofoplier, that 
of Scar-fhooting, after a grave and jong 
king it for a kind of a Felly, wich he fays falis dewn, 
(and which the Countrey People think to be the Star 
it felt) wifhes thatehe Compofition of that Jeiiy were 
Chimically examin’d, that the Learned might be betre: 
enabled to guefs at the Natu ethereof; but let ’eni exa- 
mine it as long asthey pleafe, we are fatisfy’d ’cis eafie 
to provetheyil fearch upon a wrong ground. Whe- 
therthere may be any Felly, or as fome call it, Star- 
flough, or according to others, Star fhoor, that falls 
down from the middle Region of the Air, we fhan’e 
be pofitive: Buc be it as ic will, its impoffible in firs 
fall it fhou'd caft fuch a ftream, or be fo much as vifi- 
ble, being of it felfa Subftance which imbibes the Rays 
of Lizat; and much more ridiculous is ic for aiy One 
to pretend chey fee ir fa J, fo as togoand gather it up 
imnediacelvy, for no one ever faw st fhoot over their 
Heads, bur obitqueiy, and at a very great diftance. 
As for this Jelly, we have sur felves heen fomething 
curious it our Searches after it, and find it to be no. 
thing elfe bur the Intrails of Frogs, which have been 
killd by Crows, and eaten up ell bue their Guts, 
which in licc'e time turns to Jeily; we have found 
‘em fometimes half Gut, half Jelly; fometimes new 
kill'd ; fometimes wth a Leg, or a piece of the Body left 
with it, which pofioly might happen by the Crows be- 
ing frighten'd away before fle had eat thofe parts: Be- 
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fides, the bignefs of the Lump alfo fhows it to be no 
Jargee than what a Frogs Guts might produce. Sothat

Ante. Lambens Ignis, or the licking Fire, {9 calied 
from its Tanocency, is moft probably an infimation 
proceeding from the fteams of the Body of a Sweating 
Animal, which without any hurt, feemsto hang on the 
Cloaths or Hair, and not to be brufh’d off, becaufe 
‘tis fH] renew’d from the evaporating fteams, Ie hap 
pens moftly when Men have drunk hard, and chen ina 
{till dark Night ride faft home ; the firft kindling of 
it may probably be (to pafs over an Antiperiftatis ) 
by fome fpark of a Fline trodden upon by the Lortes 
Shoe, ¢c. for as the fteams of the Spirit of Wine eaftiv 
catch Fire, f> may the evaporating Spirits being much 
of the lame Nature, difcover’d by Chymifis to be p'eu- 
tifn! in Humane Bodies, as alfo in Animals, when they 
are inany fufficient Quantity fent out by perfpiration, 
and Sweating. . P 

Queft. 4. We read often of the word Afiylum:

Anfw. In Sacred Writ there was a 
where the Criminal fled for Proteétion 
was not wilful, as 1a Murcer, the Ave:

5, Wha: was the reafoathat our Saviour was Cru- 
cifiel, fince we find no fuch Death in the Fewi/h Economy 
And what was the manner of it ac rear as you can guefs, by 
whet credible Authors {ay ? 

Anf{w. Tis true, we find no fuch Death in the ferif, 
Law. *Twasa Roman Punithnent, and at that time the 
Romans were their Mafters, and they were govern'd by 
their Laws. Crucifixion amoneft the Romans is cal!'d 
by Tactius, Servile Supplicium, the punifliment of Slaves, 
and fometimes Freemen underwent that Death, (tho 
very feldom, and for Capital Crimes ) as in the Cafe 
of that Guardian which Galba crucife'd for poyfoning 
his Ward ; for when the Guardian claim’d the bencfic 
of the Law, as being a Freeman, and a Rowman Citizen: 
Giib1, as if hie would ellay his punifhment with tome 
Comfort and Honour, commanded the Crofs already 
made to be changed, and another to be reared far higi- 
erthan ordinary, and the fame ro be overlaid with a 
white Colour. Thoie that were thus punifhed, bore 


Naiis, and that Equity of Proceeiing muignt.ciearly ap- 
pear to the Peopie, the Caule of this Purifhren: was 
commonly writin Capital Letvers, declaving the Canute 
of his Death, ( vide Lips. de Cruce 1.2. e. 11. )Sometines 

y “ eye yw] if} id rhnate the Dering ev ? 
a Common-Cryer pooimned waatttne Perfon was, asin 
the Cafe of Attaius the Marevr, ( Ap.2an. Chap. 2. ) 
who was led about the Amphicheatrp, with an Zdés # 
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Ouielt. 6. whether there be any of the Race of Jultus Cx- 
far's Horles now in the World, who, as they fay, wept for the 
Death of their Mujer ? and if there be, Whether iu would 
rot be Priteme for the French King to jlore bimfelf with 
fome of them, spose whenever bis Life meets a Period, be may 
not dye without wfourners ? 

Anfw. \f chac Race be extinét, poffibly he may find 
ove half Man, half Horfe, in Wet Turtary, which by good 
Ulage may be taught before hand. If he fails chete, 
the great fe’ will certainly be fenfible of che Lols of 
fo good an Allie. Bue now we chink on’t, he needs not 
go our of tits Court, for furely his Parafites and Wor- 
Fripp ; who have made him {wallow fo many Blat-
